An  interesting  comment  about  the  Birch  Cent  appears  in  "The  American 
Numismatical  Manual"  by  M.  W.  Dickeson,  1859.  We  quote  from  this  book, 
"Nothing  but  the  modesty  of  our  fathers  could,  it  seems  to  us,  have  prevented 
the  adoption  of  this  coin;  they,  perhaps,  thinking  it  was  too  early  a  period  in 
the  history  of  the  Republic,  to  proclaim  upon  their  currency,  what  has  since 
been  exemplified,  that  liberty  is  the  parent  of  science  and  industry.  For  if 
science  does  not  particularly  flourish  under  a  free  government,  the  freedom 
of  thought  is  at  least  essential  to  its  progress,  and  liberty  is  the  very  breath 
of  industry." 

The  Jay  specimen  (Plain  Edge),  by  far,  finer  than  this,  fetched  $13,500.00. 
With  all  of  the  interest  shown  in  Early  American  Numismatics,  however,  we 
would  not  be  at  all  surprised  to  see  this  extremely  rare  coin  fetch  $4,000.00 
or  more.

ENCASED  POSTAGE  STAMPS 

7  he  following  collection  of  Encased  Postage  Stamps  teas  formed  over  main 
years  by  Mr.  Perl.  It  represents  many  of  the  finest  specimens  known  which  nine 
offered  for  side  in  recent  years. 

Encased  stamps  were  issued  during  the  Ciril  II  ar  period  to  alleviate  the  short¬ 
age  of  small  change.  They  consisted  of  Postage  Stamps  of  1861  Issues,  in  denomina¬ 
tions  of  lc,  2c,  3c,  5c,  10c,  12c,  24c,  30c,  and  90c.  The  stamps  ichose  corners  were 
folded  under  were  covered  with  mica  and  the  whole  was  encased  in  a  circular 
brass  case  which  had  a  solid  brass  back  embossed  with  various  companies  ad¬ 
vertising. 

The  condition  of  the  following  items  refer  to  the  casing  as  well  as  the  stamps, 
and  unless  otherwise  noted  it  can  be  assumed  that  the  mica  is  substantially  intact 
and  still  transparent. 

I  he  cases  were  originally  silver  plated,  however,  as  this  easily  n  in  e  away  to 
some  extent,  the  amount  of  plating  that  remains  teas  not  considered  in  the  grad¬ 
ing,  but  has  been  noted. 

The  catalog  numbers  EP  are.  those  of  Friedberg  s  " Paper  Money  of  the  1  nited 
Slates'1'’,  6th  Edition. 

This  collection,  other  than  the  famous  J.  K.  Lilly  Collection,  is  the  most 
extensive  offered  for  sale  in  many  years,  and  affords  the  collector  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  acquire  some  fascinating  items  of  great  importance  in  19th  Century 
I  nited  Stales  economic  history.

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ON  THE  JOYS  OF  SPECIALIZED  COLLECTING 

By  Arnold  Perl 

When  Harvey,  or  Ben,  or  Norman  (or  perhaps  it  was  one  of  elderly 
Messrs.  Stack  themselves)  showed  me  my  first  piece  of  encased  postage, 
some  12  years  back,  to  use  the  current  phrase,  I  flipped  out.  Here  was 
history,  numismatics,  art,  advertising,  stamp  collecting,  the  Civil  War  all 
wrapped  into  one  item,  slightly  smaller  than  a  quarter.  Here  was  ingenuity 
(an  attempt  by  a  Yankee  tinkerer  named  John  Gault  to  meet  the  specie  crisis 
of  the  first  years  of  the  War);  here  was  drama  (the  poor  man  was  cut  off 
by  the  government,  pronounced  "illegal"  scarcely  months  after  he  came 
upon  his  great  idea  and  put  out  of  business);  but  above  all  I  felt,  through 
the  encasements  of  the  stamps  of  1861  which  Gault  caused  to  be  wrapped 
in  metal  by  the  famous  Scovill  Co.  of  Waterbury,  Mass.  -  I  felt  I  was  touching 
history. 

So  I  went  into  the  subject,  in  depth.  I  bought  where  I  could.  (Though 
prices,  even  then  were  high,  and  the  sought-after-items  hard  to  come  by 
even  when  I  had  the  money).  I  read  what  had  been  written  and  went  back 
to  the  magazines  of  the  period  and  to  the  newspapers  that  first  carried  Gault's 
announcement  to  the  world  that  he  had  invented,  as  he  put  it,  "The  new 
metallic  currency."  I  became  something  of  an  expert.  And  this  is  the  point 
of  these  introductory  remarks.  There  is  no  greater  fun  for  me,  as  collector, 
than  to  have  learned  what  I  learned,  to  become  a  specialist  and  to  use  the 
knowledge,  finally  for  fun  and  profit. 

After  going  through  the  Library  of  Congress,  digging  into  the  Massa¬ 
chusetts  Archives,  paying  visits  to  the  Waterbury  Mattatuck  Museum  (which 
houses  the  produce  of  Scovill);  after  learning  from  the  learned;  John  Jones, 
who  pioneered  the  field  back  in  1936,  Dr.  Jasper  Robertson,  who  drew  up 
the  most  complete  list  of  available  encasements,  A.  Earl  Coatsworth,  another 
early  pioneer  —  and  after  lengthy  inquiries  among  dealers  like  John  Ford, 
Lester  Merkin  and  especially  the  Stack's,  I  became  equipped  as  a  specialist. 
I  could  now  walk  into  any  shop  in  the  country  and  know  at  least  as  much 
as  the  man  behind  the  counter.  After  years  of  continuing  to  specialize  I  got 
so  that  I  knew  more  than  most,  and  finally  (the  specialist  is  always  arrogant) 
as  much  as  any  and  more  than  most.  When  Jack  Friedberg  asked  me  to 
do  the  Encased  Section  in  his  Paper  Money  of  the  U.  S.,  and  The  Numismatist 
handed  me  a  Heath  Award  for  my  writings  on  the  subject,  I  knew  I  had 
arrived.  I  did,  in  face,  achieve  what  I  set  out  to:  know  more  than  anybody 
around  on  one  small  subject. 

Now  I  could  spot  a  fake  at  six  inches;  now  I  could  walk  into  a  button 
store  and  find  an  obscure  back  removed  from  the  encasement  by  some  enter¬ 
prising  "home  manufacturer";  now  I  was  called  in  by  dealers  to  ask  if  I'd 
ever  seen  this  "new  variety,"  or  asked  if  a  specimen  was  an  'unique  '  as 
claimed,  etc.  I  was  without  honor  in  my  home.  My  wife  wondered  what  in 
hell  I  was  doing  staying  up  so  late;  who  these  letters  that  came  in  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  were  from;  I  think  she  may  even  have  thought  I  was 
having  a  rendezvous.  The  truth  is  I  was  —  with  my  specialty. 

Many  dealers  and  many  collectors  have  taught  this  simple  truth:  know 
before  you  buy.  I  single  out  two  that  influenced  me;  Aaron  Feldman,  a  sweet 
gentle  man  who  always  said,  "Buy  the  book  before  you  buy  the  coin,"  and 
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Lou  Werner,  who  advised  me  to  love  what  I  collected,  as  he  loved  his  fields 
of  interest. 

So,  before  you  feast  your  eyes  on  the  treasures  below,  know  what  you 
are  looking  at.  Take  a  peek  into  The  Numismatist  articles  on  encased  postage, 
ask,  inquire,  dig,  find  out.  Learn  the  bang  of  scholarship.  In  your  own  area 
of  choice,  of  course;  be  it  Pioneer  Gold,  Colonial  Paper,  U.  S.  Cents,  Roman 
Coins  —  whatever.  And  it  will  profit  both  your  soul  and  your  purse.  For  I 
assure  you  that  what  you  will  pay  for  these  products  of  Mr.  Gault  will  be 
far  in  excess  of  what  I  paid;  and  the  Messrs.  Stack  will  be  repaid  for  their 
kind  ministrations  to  me  as  well.

31  firms  used  Gault's  encasements.  I  tried  wherever  possible  to  find  out 
something  about  each  firm,  to  get  an  ad  if  possible  from  a  contemporary 
newspaper,  or  an  Almanac  or  Store  Card,  or  Civil  War  token  —  put  out  by 
the  same  firm.  Thus  I  was  able  to  get  closer  to  the  material  itself.  How  exciting 
to  come  upon  an  Ayers  Pill  Box,  complete  with  stamp,  and  see  this  was  the 
firm  that  first  used  Gault.  How  thrilling  to  find  a  Drake's  Plantation  Bitters 
Bottle,  the  same  Drake  who  issued  half  a  dozen  varieties  of  encased  postage 
stamps.  How  truly  gratifying  to  go  back  to  the  newspapers  of  the  day  and 
discover  that  Gault  had  not  been  in  business  a  mere  2  months  (as  most 
previous  researchers  had  stated),  but  that  he  was  in  operation  for  over  6 
months  and  very  likely,  a  year  —  and  thus  demonstrate  (perhaps  only  to 
myself)  that  the  famed  Black  Jackson  2c,  previously  considered  of  dubious 
origin,  (a  matter  which  I  trust  will  be  corrected  in  future  editions  of  Paper 
Money  of  the  United  States),  was  indeed  out  of  the  House  of  Gault  (see  my 
article  in  The  Numismatist  of  June  1967).  I  felt  rewarded  to  find  out  that  what 
Gault  had  pioneered  in  the  United  States  in  1862,  France,  Germany,  Austria, 
and  Russia  had  copied  during  the  specie  crisis  after  World  War  I. 

And  so  I  suggest  that  this  group  be  kept  intact,  that  someone  who  loves 
the  material,  or  appreciates  it,  as  I  think  I  have,  keep  this  memorabilia  (or 
trivia,  if  you  like)  together.
